1 . Claim 43 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 
Support has not been provided for the subject matter of claim 43. The specification fails to 
provide support for the claimed diamine blend wherein the 2,6- isomer is present in an amount of 
80% and the 2,4- isomer is present in an amount of 20%. Despite applicants' response, it is not 
seen that the disclosure within page 1 8 is relevant. The examiner has considered the disclosure 
within page 22; however, this disclosure fails to correspond to applicants' claimed subject 
matter. 

2. Claims 31 and 32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Within claim 3 1 , it is unclear what is mixed with the diamine. It is unclear if the 
specified reaction product is mixed with the diamine or if the alcohol, thiol, or mixture thereof is 
mixed with the diamine. Despite applicants' response, in view of the ambiguity, it remains 
unclear how the subject matter of claims 31 and 32 relates to claim 22. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 
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4. Claims 22-27, 29, 30, 33-35, 38, and 40-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being 
anticipated by WO 01/36508. 

The reference discloses an optical polymerizate, suitable for the production of optical 
lens material having a refractive index that exceeds that claimed, wherein the polymerizate is 
produced from an isocyanate functional prepolymer and an aromatic primary diamine, wherein 
the reactants contain sulfur atoms. See abstract and pages 3-23. 

5. Claims 22-27, 29, 30, 33-35, 38, and 40-43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being 
anticipated by WO 01/36507. 

The reference discloses an optical polymerizate, suitable for the production of optical 
lens material having a refractive index that exceeds that claimed, wherein the polymerizate is 
produced from an isocyanate functional prepolymer and an aromatic primary diamine, wherein 
the reactants contain sulfur atoms. See abstract and pages 3-24. 

6. Applicants' response to the prior art rejections has been carefully considered; however, 
the response is insufficient to overcome the rejections. Despite, applicants' remarks the 
references are replete with suitable reactants that do not contain applicants' excluded disulfide 
(-S-S-) linkage. Furthermore, such suitable reactants are utilized within the examples of the 
references, and the references in no way mandate the use of reactants containing the argued 
linkage. Accordingly, the anticipation rejections in view, of the references are proper. 

7. Claims 28, 36, 37, and 39 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
